Several sections of the General Laws pertain to the textbooks and school 
supplies: 
 
1. The Principal at each school, subject to the direction of the 
Superintendent, shall at the expense of the school district, purchase 
textbooks and other school supplies and shall loan them to the pupils free 
of charge.  
 
2. If the school committee so votes, pupils may purchase school textbooks 
form the town.  
 
3. A change may be made in “school books” used in the public school by a 
vote of two-thirds of the whole school committee at a meeting provided 
notice of such intended change was given at a previous meeting.

The school committee may accept (and spend) grants and gifts for educational  
purposes without further appropriation by the town.
